AN OLD WAB CLAIM. 


The House Passes the Bill For the Relief of 
the Episcopal University of Virginia. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The house took up 
the omnibus war claim bill, coming over from 
last Friday. The amendment, agreed to in 
committee of the whole, ‘after a protracted de- 
bate, appropriating $20,000 for the relief of the 
Protestant Episcopal theological seminary and 
high school of Virginia was again the subject 
of discussion, being earnestly opposed by 
Messrs. J. D, Taylor and Kennedy, of Ohio, 
(who took the ground that the claim was not in- 
cluded in provisions of **Bowman”’ act,) and by 
Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, (who protested against 
the payment of claims when it was not shown 
that claimants were not loyal) and who declared 
that congress miglt as well pass a bill paying 
ior the occupation of the hotel where 8- 
worth fell, and fot damages caused by the 
blood of Elisworth trickling down the walls of 
the building. 

Messrs, Lee and O’Farrell, of Virginia, sur- 
ported the amendment, declaring that the 
theological seminary had been located in loyal 
territory which had been so ized by con- 
gress. The proposition was laid down that the 
loyalty or disloyalty of the trustees had no 
bearing upon the justice of the claim. .

‘INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT, 


Parties Interested Before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Patents. 


WAsHINGTON, March 9.—The senate com- 
mittee on patents gave a hearing this morning 
to gentlemen interested in the. pending inter- 
national copyright bill introduced “-b nator 
Chace onthe 12th of December. 1887. The 
hearing lasted three hours and a half, anda 
large uuinber of persons were heard. They 
represented authors, publishers, booksellers 
and typographical unions of different sections 
of the country in. the capacity of delegates, 
and a couple without credentials represented 
the sixty odd millions. of ple of 
the United States. These last were 
Gardiner G. Hubbard; of Washington, and 
Nathan Appleton: Mr. Hubbard was the only 
one who offered any objection to the proposed 
international copyright law. .The only change 
proposed -by this bill in the existing law (out- 
side of reciprocity section) is that the proposed 
measure opens the United States to the copy- 
right by foreign authors, and it provides that 
they cannot take advantage of it except the 
books, are printed in this country. 


MIKE BRANNAN’'S GIFT 


With Which He Proposes to Overcome the 
President. 

EvuFAULA, Ala., March 9.—[Special.]—The 
Daily Mail’s satin copy of the presidential an- 
niversary issue, twelye pages, was printed to- 
day and placed on exhibition. It is pronounced 
atriumph of the printer’s art, and the streets 
this afternoon was ithronged with ladies to in- 
spect it. The first four pages are in gold, the 
next four brilliant red and the next four 
emerald. The editor being an Irishman, 
ornamented the editorial page in his 
country’s colors. The whole paper 
was profuscly illustrated, the engraving 
of President and Mrs. Cleveland, taking up 
the entire front page. Other engravings, con- 
sisting of prominent Alabamians, and a fac- 
simile of the rabbit foot sent to the president 
by the Daily Mail just after he was nominated. 
It is stated by the editor thatit will cost two 
bundred and fifty dollars to duplicate the 
issue, and the only satin copy remaining to be 
disposed of is held at that prive. Itis probable 
that the president’s copy will be exhibited in 
the larger cities enroute to Washington.

JUMPING FROM THE WINDOWS. 


Stadents Lajured by Jumping From a Bura- 
ing University. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 9.—A Mitchell, 
Dak., special says that fire broke ont in the 
Methodist university at 3 o’clock this morning 
from the spontaneouscombustion of oily rags 
in the oil room. There were forty inmates; in- 
cluding faculty, students and servants, All 
but ten escaped’ without trouble. Four young 
mer jumped from second story windows, four 
others and a professor jumped from the third 
story, and another professor descended from 
the roof. by clothes lines, Horton Pitcher, of 
Northville, Dak., received internal injuries 
and died in two hours. Professor R. H. Tay- 
lor’s skull was fractured, an arm broken and 
injured internally, and he will probably die. 
Two others suffered serious injuries anda nuin- 
ber were frest-bitten. The building was com- 
pletely dostroyed. Loss $50,000; insurance 
$75,000. It will be rebuilt.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March! 9.—-[Special. 
Dink Buckalew, the notorious desperado an 
outlaw ef Chambers county, was captured in 
Leon county, Florida, yesterday, and passed 
through Montgomery tonight in charge of an 
officer, who was taking him back to LaFayette. 
Dink has made a bad record for crime, and 
has more than once embrued his hands in hu- 
man blood, but he has at last run to the end of 
his rope. The last time Dink figured conspicu- 
ously before the public was last fall, when he 
had a desperate tight with Detective Sullivan 
and another Pinkerton man. He shot and 
wounded Suilivan and made his escape and 
has been at iarge wnitil captured in Florida. 
He will be lodged in jail at LaFayette toawait 
trial.

A Serious Railroad Accident. 


Atcuison, Kansas, March 9,—A_ serious 
collision occurred at 4 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon on the Burlington and Missouri railway, 
one of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
lines centering at Atchison. A through Den- 
ver passenger, that left this city this morning, 
was standing on the track at Humboldt, Ne- 
braska, when a south bound local passenger 
train, from Lincoln, with a Reading engineer 
in the cab, dashed into the station at the rate 
of ten miles an hour. Fireman W. B. Hill, 
of Lincoln, jumped as the engines came 
together, and suffered the dislocation of his 
right knee. Tom Harris, a brakeman. was 
also hurt ina similar manner, and also his 
spine was injured. Mrs. Edmonds, of Lin- 
coln, was ‘hadly bruised, and injured inter- 
nally. Pat Lyman, conductor, was cut and 
bruised about the chest, arms and legs.

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Why the Government Building 
Should be Enlarged. 


CONVINCING FACTS AND FIGURES |-% 


Going te Show that the Present Building 


is Entirely Too Small for the Business 
Transacted —Correspondence. 


Wasuinorox, March 9,—{Special.]—The 
government officials and the committee on 
public buildings make a strong presentation in 
behalf of the enlargement of tlie Atlanta post- 
oflice‘building. It is said: 

The present building was erected wnder an 
act passed in 1873. The city of Atlanta fur- 
nished a lot worth $50,000, and a building was 
then erected which was deemed adequate for 
the needs of the public business. Since that 
time the population has increased two-fold. 
Atlanta is the capftal of the state, and has a 
population of 70,000. Nearly all of the de- 
partments of the government have. to rent 
rooms in other parts of the city, as the accom- 
modations in the building are insufficient. 

The inerease of the business of the postal 
service will be shown as follows: 

Increase in the business of the postoftice de- 
partment, which handled for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1874, 916,816 pieces of mail 
matter. For the fiscal year ending June 20, 
1887, 9,944,774 pieces of mail matter, showing 
an increase of 8,982,855 pieces of mail matter. 
For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, the 
Atlanta toftice handled 154,234 unds of 
second class mail matter. Forthe fiscal year 
ending June 20, 1887, the Atlanta postottice 
handled 1,201,892 pounds of second class mail 
matter, showing an jiucrease of 1,047,654 pounds 
of second class mail matter. For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1875, the Atlanta post- 
oftice handled throngh the register pegent. 
ment 3,993 letters and parcels. For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1887, this office handled 
through the register department 16,847 letters 
and parcels, showing an increase of 12,854 let- 
ters and parcels. The gross receipts of the 
Atlanta postoflice for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1874, was $45,066.05. The gross postal 
receipts for the fiscal year ended June 40, 1887, 
was $112,329.28, showing an increase in the 
gross postal receipts of $67,263.23. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, the 
amount of domestic money orders issned by 
the Atlanta postoffice was $198,873.47. Amount 
paid on domestic money orders, $750,278.95. 
The amount of international money orders 
issued was $12,112.97. Amount — on inter- 

orders was $25,621.91. Amount 
paid on postal notes issued was $25,621.91. 
Amount paid on postal notes was $55,488.36. 
There was deposited by various postmasters in 
the Atlanta postofiice $1,081 756.14.

TREASURY DE£PARTMENT, WASHINGTON, February 
7, 1888.—Sir: I am informed that the attorney- 
general and the postmaster-general have recom- 
mended an appropriation for the enlargement of the 
United States courthouse and postoffice at Atlanta, 
Ga., and I have been requested to state my views 
with reference thereto. From representations made 
by the eustodian of the building I am led to believe 
that it istotally imadequate for the proper transac- 
tion of the public business, and would suggest, if it 
is the desire of congress to enlarge it, that an appro- 
priatiom be made for repairing and_altering the 
same, including an addition thereto, in order that 
sufficient accommodations be thus supplied for some 
time to come, The sum of $120,000 will be suffi- 
cient for this purpose.

GERMANY’S GRIEF. 


Death of Emperor Wilhelm Yes- 
terday. . 


CLOSING SCENES OF A GREAT LIFE. 


Announcing the Sad News to the People— 
Bistinarck's Spéech in the Reichstag 
_—the New Emperor. 
was announced to the populace by lowering te 
half-mast of the standard over the palace. 


Flags at half-mast are displayed on all public 
‘buildings. An immense concourse of people is 


gathered outside the palace. The multitude 
is silent and sorrowful. 

The B ichszansieger gives the following de- 
tails of the last hours of Emperor William: 

On Wednesday when his strength began to 
fail, theemperor spoke repeatedly to Prince 
William about the condition of the crown 
prince and about political and military affairs. 
Thursday, he talked with his daughter, the 
grand duchess of Baden, about the death of 
her son, Prince Louis. At noon he asked for 
Bismarck, who came and conversed with him 
on the political situation. The emperor spoke 
clearly, and thanked the chancellor for his 
services to the country. Increased feebleness 
soon followed, attended with delirium. His 
voice became feebler and feebler, fimally sink- 
ing to a whisper. 

At 5 o’clock he was so weak that members of 
the family, Prince Bismarck and Count Von 
Moltke and servants of the household gathered 
around the bed. The emperor, supported by 
the doctors, held the hand of his wife on one 
side and his daughter’s hand on the other, 
Prince William stood alone at the head of the 
couch. Chaplain Koegle spoke a few words of 
consolation, to which the emperor whispered 
occasional responses. 

At 5:30 o’clock the patient manifested ex- 
treme weakness, and death seemed imminent. 
Suddenly the emperor rallied and asked for 
Count Von Moltke and Prince William, with 
both of whom he talked about the state of the 
army and the Prussian people, entering into 
minute particulars when speaking of military 
matters, to the astonishment of both his 
listeners. He then referred to Germany’s 
alliances with various countries and the possi- 
bility of war. But during the latter part of 
his remarks, fantasies of delirium were 
mingled with coherent utterances. This 
temporary recovery of strength lasted till 10 
o'clock. At frequent intervals he conversed in 
a touching, earnest manner with those about 
him. 

Between 10 and 2 o’clock he appeared to 
sleep. At about 2 o’clock it was observed that 
a serious change was beginning to take place 
in the emperor’s face, although there was 
again a slight improvementin his condition, 
but at 5 o’clock it was seen that the emperor's 
last moments were near, and members of his 
family were again summoned to his bedside. 

At 8:30 the doctors declared that he was 
dead. During the last few hours the emperor 
was partially conscious. 


THE CHAMBER OF DEATH. 


Description of the Room in Which the 
Emperor Died. 

Berum, March 9.—About 11 o’clock today 

Painter Anton Von Werner and Sculptor Von 


Ochs, Jr., were admitted to the death chamber. 


The body in the meantime had been arranged 
and placed in a half-sitting posture, while the 
grand duchess of Baden had strewn flowers 
over the beds. Werner made a sketch of the 
bedy and its surroundings, and. Pro‘essor 
Begas came later on to take an impression of 
the dead emperor’s face. A photographer was 
also admitted to the chamber and took a pho- 
tograph of deceased as he lay in the iron bed. 

Only a few specially privileged persons and 
a certain number of journalists were permitted 
to enter the room during the day. No one 
could help being moved at the simplicity of 
the surroundings of the most popular and 
powerful monarch of modern times, and as he 
lay in his military bed he presented a picture 
of the most touching peace, calm and gentle- 
ness. 

The emperor’s bedroom is most simply fur- 
nished. Itis scarcely necessary to speak of 
the iron camp-bedstead. It accompanied him 
in all his journeys in the tield and whenever 
he left his own palace. It shows the military 
simplicity of the emperor, but it also shows 
how ditiicult it was for him to separate him- 
self from things to which he had become ac- 
customed. The bed does not stand 
along the wall, kut_ comes out into. the room. 
Behind, caught up by a curtain on the wall at 
the head of the bed,is a wooden crucifix. 
On the left side of the room 
is a cubboard with glass doors 
and green silk curtains, in which are memen- 
toes and presents, mostly of his youth, which 
he particularly valued. At the door of the 
death chamber, a garde du corps is stationed 
and in the :m e-chamber are several aides de 
camp. Officers of all regiments till the rooms 
and the guards are continually bringing in 
flowers, which are strewn on the floor. During 
the short intervals that members of the family 
are absent from the room, a few privileged per- 
sons are allowed to see the corpse of the em- 
peror, which isin a half sitting posture, lean- 
ing back against the pillows on which he 
breathed his last. His bed cover is without a 
crease and around the shoulders a white shaw] 
is loosely tied. His arms are lying on the cover- 

The emperor left directions that he should 
be buried at Charlottenburg, where the bodies 
of his parents lie. Regarding the funeral and 
other ceremonies nothing has been settled yet, 
as all depends upon the orders of the new em- 
peror. The will will not be opened before the 
emperor’s arrival here, butit has transpired 
that Emperor William expressed the wish 
that his funeral should be without any pomp.

The 
whole nation mourns with the roya! heuse the de- 
cease of the deeply beloved and venerable monarch 
whose wisdom has ruled so long and glociously over 
its fortunes in war and in peace. 

Tue MINISTER OF STAIR 
THE EMPEROR'S LAST ORDER. 

When Prince Bismarck entered the reichse 
tag, at 12:35 o’clock this afternoon, he deposit- 
ed an imperial order closing the session. The 
order was the last official document signed by 
the late emperor, Bismarck informed the 
reichstag that Emperor Frederick will leave 
San Remo tomorrow, and that he will arrive 
at Berlin in due course of time. The house 
received the commuhication with évident sat- 
isfaction, the more so because Herr Vap Pitt- 
kamer, in announcing the death of Emperor 
William to the lower house of the diet, had 
not alluded to the new emperor. This omis- 
sion had created a painful impression. Bis- 
marck declared that, from what he had ob- 
served —— the last few days, Emperor 
William had found consolation in those trying 
hours in the sympathy the whole world showed 
in the sufferings of his son,and in his conscious-. 
ness of the consolidation of national unity 
which found expression in the unanimoas 
passage of the military bill. 

The reichstag then adjourned for an indefi- 
nite — 

After adjournment Bismarck descended 
from the elevated seats, oceapied by members 
of the bundersrath in the body of the house, 
and greeted Count Vou Moltke. Meiabers 
crowded around him ashe showed the order 
dissolving the reichstag, all being anxious to 
see the last signature of the emperor. 

The new king was proclaimed Frederick I I. 
He signs ‘‘Frederick’’ without reference .o 
emperor or king.

His real name was Joseph Law- 
rence Hart, and at the outbreak of the civil 
war his parents (he was unmarried) resided in 
Andrew county. He was about twenty-eight 
years ofage. Enlisting in the Missouri rebel 
army in the fal] of 1861, he followed General 
Price out of the state into Arkansas and across 
the Mississippi to Corinth. In the fall of 1862 
he deserted the confederate army and returned 
a, devieus ways and through many perils to 
ouri, Taking up quartersin that land of 
welcome for every man willing to shoot a fed- 
eral or against the federa] flag—Jackson coun- 
ty—he organized a small gang of bushwhack- 
ere and took the field. Colonel Parker, of the 
confederate service, afterward killed at Wel- 
lington by McFerran’s state militia, gaye him 
a covimission as ‘Captain in the ist Battalion, 
1st Regiment, Frontier Line Brigade, Missouri 
Partisan Rangers, C. 8. A.”’ 
A SOLITARY COMMISSION. 
Here it may be eye! to,ystate that this Col- 
one! Parker is said to have been the only Mis- 
that ever received 4 commission’ from 
the confederate authorities as a ‘‘partisan ran- 
ger.’’. Quantrell, Anderson, Todd; Poole and 
all the rest of the guerilla chiefs were without 
commissions. Their services were appreciated, 
and they and theircomrades were often used 
by the confederate commanders, but they were

About No- 
vember 4th last, he boarded the south bound 
passenger train here, saying he was going to 
Carroll county where one thousand dollars 
awaited him. 

It seems that he left the train at Cartersville, 
Ga., and has not been seen since. In one week 
Mrs. Roe married Mr. C. W. Crow, showing 
the preacher a letter purporting to be from 
Mr. Roe’s sister, in Carroll county, saying that 
he had arrived safe, but bad taken ill in a few 
days, with a pain in his head and colic, and 
died in a few days. Her actions caused an in- 
quiry, and she refused to show the letter, but 
in about four days she brought a letter signed 
by Samuel Brown, dated at Atlanta, saying 
that her husband, Mr. Roe, was with him in 
Atlanta, and died and was buried in the city 
cemetery.

“The King’s Daughters.” 

Some information in regard to the -benevo- 
Jent organization that bears the above title 
tay prove interesting to our readers, especially 
as its growth is so rapid and it has found such 
fayor among both rich and poor all ovgr our 
Jand. There are members in thirty-three 
gtates ; Canada, South America and England, 
its growth reminding us of the incident related 


of the Frenchman who, ’twas said, accidentally | 


dropping a handful of seed seventy years ago, 
from which the field daises have spread all 
over our country. On the morning of January 
43, 1886, a few ladies were visiting Mrs. F. 
Bottome in New York city, when it was sug- 
gested that they form a sisterhood after the 
dea of the society in Boston, organized by the 
ey. E. E. Hale, called ‘‘Lend a Hand,’’ and 
whose motto is, ‘In His Name,” which is de- 
voted to acts of charity and kindness. The 
suggestion met with a hearty response and 
they immediately decided upon methods of 
carrying out their intentions. Mrs. Bottome 
was made president. .They also adopted 
nother of Mr. Hale’s ideas, of having bands 
of “tens’’ and each of the “tens” forming 
other “‘tens,”” who should select some chari- 
table work. One of the ladies present pro- 
they should be called “The King’s 

: ghters,’’ after the daughters mentioned in 
the 45th Psalm, who “‘were all glorious with- 
in.’ The new order was therefore called 
“The King’s Daughters; choosing for its 
badge aribon of the royal color, to be worn 
with or without the maltese cross, and having 
for its object the uniting of women already en- 
gaged in the Master's work, in a way to &e- 
cure to each the sympathy and co-operation of 
all, and to induce all to widen the circle of 
helpfulness by drawing into it constantly more 
and more hands to work for humanity, and 
more and more hearts tolove the King. The 
ten ladies who organized this society called 
themselves the ‘‘Central Ten,’’ and began to 
form other ‘‘tens;’’ any woman by uniting 
nine others with herself could form a branch 
for joint effort in doing good. Each branch 
could choose its special work; anything. how- 
ever-small or simple, that helps another 
human to be better or happier was considered 
proper work for the daughters of the King. 
There were to be frequent meetings of each 
*‘ten’’ at such intervals as they might choose, 
andoncea month a meeting of the whole 
number or the general society, which ineluded 
all the branches. There was no routine of 
work laid down for these ‘‘tens;’’ each were to 
fettle this point for themselves, but any 
question that-arose as to the practical working 
of the “ten,” could be addressed to the mem- 
bers of the “central ten.” Since the organi- 
gation in January, 1886, of these ten ladies the 
numbers have increased to thousands : between 
three and four thousand badges have been sold 


and many given to poor girls who were not | 
able to purchase them -In New York ity it | 


isacommon thing to see wealthy iadies as 
well as shop girls, wearing a little silver 
Maltese cross tied with a bit of purple ribbon. 
Mrs. Margarei Bottome is extensively known 
for her “Bible Talks’ to society women in 
New York, Brooklyn and Washington for 
several winters past, as well as for her general 
Svangelistic work.

This lady is still president of “The 
King’s Daughters.”” Last wintera society was 
formed in Savannah, and it is-new being or- 
ganized in Atlanta and many other places in 


the south. With the hope of forwarding the 
, good work I have endeavored to give this little 
“ketch. Now a few words as to’ the work of 


‘the “‘tens;’’ some circulate good beoks, others 
sew, for the poor, some train children in 
thoughtfulness and usefulness. There is a 
ten calied ‘The Truthful Ten;’’ they have 
taken the 15th of Ist Corinthians to live daily 
the chapter which embodies the motto of the 
order—Faith, Hope, Love. Other tens meet 
once a week to make useful and fancy articles, 
the proceeds of which they deyote to some be- 
nevolent purpose. One of the most practical 
and wisest of the “tens’’ are those who 
Pledge themselves not to gossip of other 
Women, not even to insinuate by the 
Bhrug of a shoulder, which méans so 
much, or so  ilittl. Many fields of 
Jabor, many opportunities present themselves 
‘day by day, as one is on the look out for them.

From Good Housekeeping. 
The ways of the housekeeper are indeed made 

smooth for her in China, indeed so smooth that, un- 

less she has children to care for, her time often 

‘hangs very heavily on her bands. The interior 

Management and care of the house is entirely in- 


“Kwan Su,’’ or chief of the bottles. But more fre- 
quently he is simply called “bey.” Bells not being 
much usedin China, you ofien hear the cry of 
“Bhooy !"’ coming from the neighboring house. 
Do not be alarmed. Itis probably only madame 
calling for her sedan chair, or the master who wants 


foreigners all over the far east. 

In taking a house in China the first thing is to get 
a good boy, the second to have him “secured.” 
The securing consists in getting some reputable or 
wealthy Chinaman toagree that if the boy runs 
away with anything, he will either produce him, or 
pay the amount ofthe loss, The servants in the 
east are all of the male sex, and women are never 


children, or where a lady has an amah as her 
personal attendant, The amah’s duties lie in keep- 
ing her mistress’ room in order, dressing her hair, in 
short, performing the duties ofa lady’s maid, and, 
if there are young children, in looking after them, 
Tn.most cases there is one amah to each child. She

WHAT DIAMONDS ARE. 


They Are Pure Carbon or Charcoal, But We 
Can’t Make Them. 
From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

The exact mode of formation of diamonds is one 
of nature's secrets, forthough scientists have been 
able to understand the chemical nature ef the dia- 
mond by analysis, the reserve process, its °manufic- 
ture, has thus far been far beyond their skill, We 
know what a diamond is, but how nature makes it 
the careful dame has not yet permitted us to lear. 
The diamond is of the simplest chemical comyosi- 
tion, being pure carbon. : 

Charcoal is pure carbon also, but the seeret pro- 
cess by which nature rearranges the atoms of the 
black, lustreiess charcoal into the form ofthe flash- 
ing diamcn1, the most-perfect specimen of matter, 
is one that even long hope on the part of chemists. 
stimulated by the honor of great gains, has not been 
able to discover. Noris it cértainly known from 
what department nature takes the diamond-making 
material, . 

Itis gencrally supposed that ft is furnished by 
vegetable charcoal, which undergoes a peculiar 
process of decomposition and crystallization, but it 
has also been conjectured that the carbonic acid, 
shut up from remote periods in the calcareous rocks.’ 
may have solidified in this perfect form. Sir David 
Brewster, from a study of the polarization of light in’ 
the minute cavities of the diamond, has concluded 
that the substance was once in a soft state, and. by 
the action of an expanding gas or fluid within, its 
very small cavities, which retract the light ‘to 
such a remarkable degree, are formed. - He regards 
itascertain that the original softness of the dia- 
mond vas not caused by either solvents or heat 
and therefore conclules that the diamond, like 
amber, is a vegetable substance slowly: crystallized 
into its present form. ;

dence of popular dissatisfaction given 
by Beeker’s unsuccessful attempt 
to assassinate William, July 14, 1861, Prus- 
sia had succeeded in regaining her former dig- 
nified position in the eyes of foreign nations, 
when, in March, 1862, Bismarck was recalled 
from Paris and placed at the head of the 
Prussian cabinet. His appearance caused 
great indignation and threats were made 
against the new premier’s life. Bismarck’s 
policy had hitherto been anything but pro- 
gressive or liberal, and 


triumph over numbers, and when at last that 
matchiess general was forced to yield to fate 
at Fontainbleau the future kaiser from the 
summit of Montmartre witnessed 
the occupation of Paris in 18i4. 
In February, 1814, the prince distinguished 
himself at the battle of Bar-sur-Aube by such 
conspicuous gallantry and heroic indifference 
to danger thatthe Emperor Alexander con- 
ferred upon him the cross of St. George, a 
tussian military order ‘“‘for vaior,’’ and his 
father decorated him onthe 10th of March 
with the iron cross, then the most coveted of 
all the Prussian distinctions. His fifth com- 


mission in the Prussian army bears date May 
30th, 1814, and a week later he visited London 
for the first time in the company of bis father, 
his elder brother, and his cousin Frederick. 
Nearly three years later Prince William wa 
promoted to the rank. of colonel, and took 
command of the first battalion of the Ist Foot 
Guards, and in June, .1817, was nominated 
chief of the 7th grenadiers, an honorary com- 
mand which his majesty always held. On 
March 30, 1818, a week after the celebration 
of his 21st birthday, he became a major gen- 
eral, and was shortly afterwards entrusted by 
his father with the charge of the whole Prus- 
sian military department during the king’s 
absence in Kussia. From that time forth 
Prince William’s whole energies, time, and 
ambition were given to the improvement of 
the Prussian army, in the organization, drill, 
uniforming, and arming of which he intro- 
duced reform after reform, until he made it 
what it was when it overthrew the hosts of 
the two most formidable military powers in 
Europe. 

In 1829 Prines Frederick William was mar- 
ried to Augusta, daughter of the Grand Duke 
Karl August, of Saxe Weimar, the patron of 
Germany’s most illustrious poet. In ber youth 
the Empress Augusta enjoyed Goethe's -in- 
structions and ennobling friendship, but she 
was not the prince’s first and only love. 

History does not record that the career of 
Prince William, after his first. experience in 
war, was of very great 1 geet until. he 
appeared in the unenviable capacity of re- 
pressor of popular rights in the revolution of 
1848. He was always a close military student, 
but had a better head for details than for 
grand movements, which, in fact, he could not 
clearly comprehend. He had, however, the use- 
ful quality in a destined ruler—his brother, 
Frederick William IV., not having issue—of 
being able to single ont men of decided 
genius to whom to commit the political and 
military destinies of the nation. Prince Wil- 
liam became very obnoxious to the Prussian 
xeople, and, to put it mildly, “‘retired’’ to Eng- 
and.until the storm blew over. He was satis- 
ied that his time had not yet come and he 
could afford to wait. The partial freedom won 
by the Berliners in the spring of 1848 was not 
of long duration. The reaction set in, and, as 
a result, Prince Wilhelm returned to his duty 
as general of infantry. He did not advance 
himself in popular estimation when he was 
sent in the summer of 1849 to suppress the rey- 
olution that broke out in Baden, the Palatin- 
ate aird other provinces of southwestern Ger- 
many. A patriotattempted toassassinate W il- 
helm while on his way to the army, but, as 
usual, either from lack of nerve or wuskillful- 
ness, failed to accomplish his work. Franz 
Sigel, afterward a general in the union army, 
defeated a — of Wilhelm’s command at 
Weisenthal. 

Alter effecting the destruction of the revolu- 
tion, Wilhelm.returned to participate in the 
most important deliberations. of the Prussian 
cabinet, and in 1854 waa . appointed general of 
the infantry, with the rank of the field mar- 
shal and the position of governor of the fort- 
tress of Mayence. . 

Frederick William IV. was not of an ambi- 
tious turn of mind, and when, in 184%, the 
German parliament of Frankfort, by a vote of 
270 ayes against 248 who did not vote at all, 

laced the imperial crown of Germany at his 
iteprekt he refused to accept. Prince Wil- 
liam is fiot recorded as haying rebelled against 


The king seemed bent on forcing a fight 
with the house of deputies, and even went 80 
far as to directly charge them with treason. 
Meanwhile Bismarck’s policy tooka decided 
national turn, as if he were rope for ,the 
unification of Germany. But the idea was not 
a popular one, for the charge of aiming to 
Prussianize Germany was laid at his door. 


Indignation ran high, and in 1864, at the out- 
break of the war against Denmark, the cham- 
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but the conflict between the king and the 
chamber of deputies did not cease here. The 
chamber did not favor the annexation of the 
two provinces, Schleswig and_ Holstein, 
which, asa political and most advantageous 
result of the war, were to be wrested from 
Denmark. 

The Prussian government also succeeded In 
persuading Austria to share in the undertak- 
ing. In January, 1864, the allied armies en- 
tered Holstein, andin October of the same 
year peace was concluded at Vienna, and 
Christian [X., of Denmark, ceded the duchies 
of Schleswig, Holstein, and Lauenburg ‘to 
Prussia and Austria. In 1865 an agreement 
was made between Prussia and Aastria, in 
consequence of the.strife pogeetane by the 
Prussians, who were molested in those duchies. 
Austria then took Holstein and. Prussia 
‘Schleswig; and Prussia purehased Lauenburg 
of Austria.

The Succession, 
‘fea roi est mort; vive le roi,’’ doubtless 
found a German echo in every German heart 
esterday. But how pitiful the condition of 
1im who now wears the German crown!. At 
the time of life when men are at their best, and 
just come into that honor which he considers 
the greatest earthly honor, he finds grim 
death staring him in the face. It is onlya 
question of a few months, days. possibly 
hours, and then he will have to surrender these 
honors toward which he has doubtless looked 
forward with so great longing. How bitter the 
disappointment and how terrible the outlook! 
The heart of the whole world goes out to 
‘‘U'nser Fritz,’’ whom all have learned to love. 
The question of succession has been much 
discussed. The following excellent explana- 
tion comes from a Chicago citizen as quoted by 
the Times: 
‘The succession is governed by the dynastic 
law of the house of Hiohenzollern. The em- 
pire has nothing to do with it. William is 
virtually the king, the title of emperor being 
more of an honorary one than anything else. 
This would make it devolve upon the Crown 
Prince Frederick, and in case of his death upon 
h.s son William.S Bismarck’s position will not 
be affected. The crown prince. when he be- 
come emperor, has the power to disiniss_ the 
chancellor, but im this case the act would be a 
most reposterous one on Frederick’s 
art. The German peopie would not stand it. 
They would sooner part with one of the 
royal family than lose Bismarck. No 
doubt Victoria, Frederick’s wife, 
try to effect Bismarck’s dismissal. 
She hates him cordially, as does also the 
empress. The crown princess has not forgotten 
the sturdy opposition made to her marriage 
with Frederick, by Bismarck. ‘Do not let us,’ 
said he, ‘unite our sturdy, healthy Hohen- 
zollern blood with the scrofulous Hanover- 
ians.’ For once, his advice was disregarded, 
and I can imagine that something almost akin 
toasmile comes to his face when he con- 
templates the shriveled and shrunken right 
arm of William, the crown prince’s son. 
Victoria has never forgiven Bismarck, and she 
never will. She is a womanof unbounded 
ambition, and she aspires to be empress. 
Once in that position she would use 
every influence to secure Bismarck’s removal. 
She is nearly frantic at the condition of her 
husband, not so much through regard for him 
as from a fear that she will never attain her 
desire for power. There is no doubt that Dr. 
Mackenzie loses nothing by ‘sticking to his 
alleged opinion that the crown prince’s a 
is not a dangerous one, and it is common tal 
in Berlin that the crown princess slapped the 
face of the German physician Bergmann for 
pronouncing Frederick’s throat trouble to be a 
cancer.

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The Late Emperor. 

The announcement of the death of the 
Emperor William will surprise nobody. 
The venerable ruler was in his ninety-first 
year, and for sometinre past his feeble state 
of health has caused his demise to be looked 
for at any time. 

William’s military career began in his 
boyhood. When a mere youth he con- 
fronted the veteran legions of the First Na- 
poleon.. He commanded the forces which 
suppressed the Baden insurrection of 1849, 
and he commanded his armies in person 
during the Franco-Prussian war. The 
death of his brother elevated him to the 
Prussian throne at the age of sixty-four, and 
he at once began, with the aid of Bismarck, 
to organize the German empire. This mag- 
nificent scheme was successful, and in 1870 
he became the emperor of Germany. 

Although a firm believer in the divine 
right of kings, William endeared himself to 
his people by his devotion to their interests. 
He could be firm without being tyrannical, 
and his subjects were not long in making 
the discovery that he was kind-hearted . as 
well as just. 

It is well understood that his death 
make no change in the imperial policy. 
The illness of the crown prince caused a 
regency to be provided for months ago, and 
the late emperor’s grandson, Frederick Wil- 
liam, will probably act as regent represent- 
ing his father, the new emperor. He is 
thoroughly in sympathy with Bismarck, 
and the views of the chancellor will, there- 
fore, control as in the past. It is scarcely 
possible, under the circumstances, that the 
-@nperor’s death will in any way affect the 
interests of Germany at home or abroad. 

But events will move rapidly in the fu- 

ture. The crown prince will die, and his 
son will then be é@mperor. Then, in the 
course of afew years, Bismarck will end 
his career, and the young ruler wil! perhaps 
find it impossible to supply his place. When 
Bismarck dies all the elements opposed to 
imperialism will rally for a fight, and Ger- 
tpany’s old enemies wil] array themselves 
against her.

The Pruspects of War in Europe. 

There are some who are inclined to doubt 
whether war is imminent in Europe, and 
there are others: who believe that an out- 
break cannot be delayed many weeks or 
months. The situation appears to be 
pretty much the same now as it was last 
year at this time—with this difference, that 
the preparations on all sides are on a more 
extended scale than ever before. 

The army which Russia has mobilized 
and massed in Poland and Bessarabia 
amounts to several hundred thousand men, 
and this army is ready to invade Austria 
and Roumania. Germany is organizing 
and arming the whole male population; 
Austria is concentrating her army, and 
Turkey is spending all the money she can 
raise in armaments. 

The powers are none of them anxious for 
war, but they are all preparing for war. 
The eastern question, in other words, is not 
as decidedly eastern as it was, but has 
spread all over Europe. Both France and 
Italy are ready for war, and all are waiting 
for the inevitable breaking out. If Russia 
draws back there will be no war, but can 
Russia afford to draw back? The prize she 
is after is the Balkan peninsula, which will 
give her control of Constantinople. 

The fate of the Austrian empire depends 
on the success of Russia. The war may be 
postponed, but it must come. When Russia 
occupies Constantinople the Austrian empire 
will exist by her sufferance only. It is 
understood that Russia is intrigueing in 
Greece and Roumania, and the aid of Mon- 
tenegro is already secured. The movement 
in Roumania is to overthrow the present 
ministry and create a state of anarchy which 
will enable Russia to interfere, 

The whole question is the supremacy of 
Russia in Europe. If sie is successful, 
Roumania and Bulgaria will become Rus- 
sian provinces, and Constantinople will be 
at the disposal of Russia whenever - she 
sees fitto occnpy it. When the outbreak 
comes, all the powers will be more. or 
less involved. If Russia retreats from her 
position France will not attack Germany, 
but if war comes, France will join Russia 
and make an effort to recover Alsace and 
Lorraine. This movement depends on the 
aid that Germany will give to Austria, and 
this aid the recent treaty binds her to give. 

Where does England stand? She has 
dissentions at home, and a wishy-washy 
policy abroad. She is still powerful enough 
to dictate to the United States in the mat- 
ter of the fisheries treaty, but her foreign 
policy is not as vigorous as it used to be. 
If war begins, England must necessarily 
throw her influence in favor of Turkish 
barbarism, and in favor of the barbarism 
she has nursed and defended for many 
years.

Probably the only patients of his who died 
were poisoned by the stuff he inoculated into 
their blood. It seems to me clear enough that 
this so-called disease, so long the terror of ner- 
vous people, is nothing but a filmy figment of 
the imagination,’’ 

Of late years the causes and conditions of 
madness in dogs haye been a subject of inves- 
tigation among physicians. It is no longer be- 
Heved, as the foregoin statement from Dr. 
Crawtord would show, an animal can get 
into a statein which it could communicate 
poison through its saliva to a human being or 
other animal. Another physician is responsi- 
ble for the following statements: 

‘Madness in animals is nothing more nor 
less thin an agection of their nerves, just as 
what is known as hydrophobia is in human 
beings. An animal very rarely gets into that 
state except in axteendh warm weather. The 
cause of it is about as follows: The heat gets 
the animal’s, say itisa dog, nervous system 
into a strained state so that the animal be- 
comes very nervous and irritable. A child 
teases it orsome one aggravates it in some 
way. The dog does not take this good na- 
turedly as it would were it entirely 
well, but snaps at the ot- 
fendiug persons. The demonstrations 
of rage or terror which they make enrages it 
still further. It loses control .of itself, as it 
were, and becomes affected by some form of 
nervous disease. It is suspected of being mad, 
pursued by a mob, and finally gets into the 
state called rabid. It foams at the mouth, 
bites and snaps at everyone that comes in his 
way. The muscle of its throat becomes re- 


‘laxed soit cannot swallow. But withal its 


saliva is no more poisonous than before. 

“The effect the bites of a rabid animal have 
upon other animals has been used as a great 
argument for the existence of such a disease. 
It is said that another animal bitten by an an- 
imal suffering from rabies will also go mad. 
All this biting is done in hot weather, when all 
animals are in a more or less strained, nervous 
condition. .The fact that the animal was at- 
tacked savagely would tend todrive it into the 
same state as the attacking animal. An ani- 
mal bitten by one suspected to be rapid is gen- 
erally killed too quick to show any signs one

‘‘The only case of reported hydrophobia I was 
ever called upon to treat was one of this kind. 
A man drove up to the office door. His horse 
was foaming from the wild speed at which he 
had come. He himself was frantic with ex- 
citement. He stated that his child had been 
bitten by a mad dog. I more than half sus- 

ected what the matter was and went with 

im. It was jyustas I bad thought. The child 
was simply frightenéd and the wild way in 
which the parents acted was aggravating it. I 
took it up, talked toita while, convinced it 
that there was no bite and laughed the whole 
matter off. 

‘“‘With grown peoplethe effects of the bite are 
somewhat different. The cause of their fright 
is not the same as the child’s, but arises from 
the facts that they know the dog is said to be 
mad, and that they have heard of the terrible 
effects of such abite. They are thrown into 
the same nervous state as the child. The cure 
of this form of nervous disease is yery similar 
to what isknown as faithcure. It is very 
rarely of any useto attempt to reason them 
out of their terror. If you can convince 
them that there issome magic stone several 
miles away, warranted to cure the bite of a 
rabid animal, and that some one is comin 
with it post haste, then g»<ut into the bac 
yard, paint up a bluestone, bring it in,- rub it 
once or twice up and down their back; as a 
rule they will come to with a long drawn sigh, 
and receive the congratulations of friends on 
the marvelous cure through the magic proper- 
ties of the bluestone. 

‘‘All these nervous diseases are classed un- 
der the general head of neurosis. This form of 
itis very similar to epilepsy, catalepsy, hys- 
tero-epilepsy, and mest of all akin to tetanus 
or lockjaw. The symptoms in the two cases 
are the same. There is first the failure of the 
supply of nerve force which produces relaxa- 
tion of the muscles ot the throat and afterward 
of the entire body. The respiratory muscles 
are the last to be affected. When they relax 
the heart stops and life isended. The relaxa- 
tion of the muscles of the jaws cauges them to 
shut together so that the mouth is forced open 
with t difficulty. 

“The fact that the power of swallowing is 
effected has given rise to the idea that people 
bitten by rabid animals are afraid of water. 
The whole truth of the matter is that they 
know they cannot swallow, and when any sub-

It would uot be hard for 
persons expecting to hear these barking 
sounds, and believing firmly that the sufferer 
would bark, to construe the sounds he would 
make in his agony intoa bark. Also, it adds 
greatly to the interest of an account of death 
from hydrophobia to deseribe the barking of 
the dying victim.,’’

THE WEEK IN TRADE. 


A Falling Off in Business—Sugar and Cotton 
Decline. 

New Yorx, March 9.—R.G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week says: 

Business begins to fall below that of last year in 
volume. Railroad strikes and the possibility oftheir 
extension, uncertainty as tothe tariff and mode of 
preventing accumulation of money in the treasury; 
the death of the German emperor and doubt as to its 
financial effects, conspire to check new ventures, 
and to limit purchases to imation fate needs.. Thus 
the exchanges outside of New Yorks fall below those 
of last year and the decline at nearly all principal 
centers of distribution is considerable, though nu- 
merous smaller cities still report _ The ten- 
dency of the markets is generally toward lower 
prices, though the average for all commodities is es 
yet hardly one per cent below the highest point 
touched soon after new year’s. 

In the stock market a downward movement bas 
been more definite, though without any excitement. 
The causes above mamed, and ly consider- 
able foreign sales since the decease of the German 
emperor was anticipated, fully account for the 
average decline of about $1 per share. Indeed the 
remarkable steadiness of the market under the cir- 
cumstances is constantly mentioned. But this im- 
plies a measure of unrealty in current prices; 
markets which do not respond to natura! influences 
are with reason distrusted. 

The appeal to the courts by the Burlington and 


Quincy opens the way to a legal decision whether 


any combination of men can lawfully arrest the 
traffic of one railroad because it performs its duty as 
a common earrier in taking frieght from another. 
It is felt that the decision may prove of great im- 
portance in the end, but it can hardly be reached 
soon enough to have influence this season. 

Earnings continue large, but the increase in eX- 
penses also continues, 

The wheat market has been lifted two cents by 
fo eign news, but with the result of completely ar- 
resting the export demand. As reported. exporis 
last month from the Atlantic ports were less than 
half of those of tho same weeks last year, while ex- 

rts as large as last year’s would still leave «onsid- 
erable unsold surplus next July. The expediency 
of an advance ts doubted. 

Corn and oats have also risen aboutone cent and 
oil a little more, while foreign news has ehecked 
the decline in pork products, but cotton and s 
are lower, with some grades of iron and wool. 6 
decline in sugar has been small: the belief that the 
trust may be effectually resisted seems to increase. 

The drop of half a cent in cotton has caused some 
failures here and at the south, but doe: not surprise 
any who have observed that the receipts from pian- 
tations are still about 360,000 bales above those of 
last year todate. The belief that the crop will 
reach 6,700,000 baies appears to gain strength. 

In the dry goods marketthe demand, even for 
cotton goods, has become moderate; the uncertaint 
as to pt trarsportation checks operations, an 
also uncertainty as to the tariff. Inquiries for prin’ 
cloths is light at 3% cents. Not long ago it was 
strong at 4 cents. 

The woo! market is steady forbetter grades, 4 hich 
are in small supply, but other lots are slow of sale, 
except at concessions and manufacturers generally 
are buying only for immediate wants. 

The boot and shoe trade is steady and manufac- 
turers busy. The feeling that leather can hardly go 
lower helps the purchasers. 

Iron does not grow stronger. If the supply for 
good grades is limited, sois the demand; while 
es less known are offered at concessions. Bar. 
ron is weak again. Sales of 53,000 tons of do 
steel rajls result in a slight lowering of quotations 
$81.25, at eastern mills; 12,500 tons of foreign are 
taken for Pacific delivery.

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BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


'The Fascination of Thackeray’s 
Letters. 


Blows and weees a Recent Publications— 
Besant’s New Book “Fifty Years Ago” 
Ready for Publication. 
The letters of Thackeray, recently published, 
one of the most interesting gifts to litera- 
since the great satirist laid down his pen— 
pen weg 
“Which never writ a dattery 
Or signed the page that segisteted 0 M6.” 


These letters have the fascination of biogra- 
phy; they are, indeed, an unconscious autobi 
gempby. and what could be more desirable 
a life of Thackeray written by himself? 


The man of a)i his time, 
Who knew the most of men; 
The soundest head and heart— 
The sharpest, kindest pen.” 


The world owes Thackeray a most agreeable 
fiebdt for all his writings, filled as they are, with 
@ disguised moral philosophy, the tendency of 
which is to lessen the pride and vanity which 
permeate society, the desire to seem rather 
than to be, which corrodes character, the ma- 
terialistic beliefs which undermine that simple 
faith in a higher power which he thus rever- 
ently apostraphizes. 

“QO, awful, awful, name of God! Light un- 
beatable! Mystery unfathonable! Vastness 
unineasurable! Who are these who come 
forward to explain the mystery and gaze un- 
blinking into the depths of the light and 
measure the immeasurable vastness to a hair? 
O, name that God’s people of old did fear 
to utter! 0, light, that God’s prophet would 
have perished had he seen! Who are these 
pow so familiar with it?’’ 

In all, Thackeray wrote there is nothing 
morbid, nothing but is vracing as the air and 
quickening asthe sunshine. Some one has 
well said of him that he could not have de- 
picted Vanity Fairas he has unless Eden had 
been shining brightly before his eyes. 

One of the pleasing features of the letters is 
Thackeray's comments upon his own writings. 
He tells his friend, Mrs. Brownfield: 

**T have been re-reading the Hoggarty Dia- 
mond this morning; upon my word and honor 
if it doesn’t make you cry I shall have a mean 
Opinion of you. It was written at a time of 
great affliction when my heart was very soft 
and humble.” 

In the composition of his stories the reader 
gets beliind the scenes and sees the process 
@s—: 

“Tam going to kill Mrs. Pendennis present- 
ly and have her il] in this number. Minnie 
says, O! papa do make her well again; she can 
have a regular doctor and be almost dead, and 
then will come a homeopathic physician who 
will make her well, you snow.” 

Thackeray had a ready pencil, and bis illus- 
trations are an important feature in his corre- 
spondence. In one letter he is himself seen, 
without a head, riding a clipped pony 
in the park. In another, while waiting 
for = dinner, he draws a_— graphic 
portrait of Henry Hallam out shvoting. 
An illustration shows Thackeray in an Oxford 
cart on his way to Blenheim, where he found 
a chapel ‘dedicated to God and the duke of 
Mariborough. The monament of the latter 
occupied the whole place almost, so that the 
former is quite secondary.” 

One comical little drawing shows him trying 
to sleep in an Oxford bed, which is much too 
short for him. 

Everywhere the letters abound in touches of 
good feeling. Now he is out with the children 
to buy a new “gound’”’ for granny, who wants 

very much. Again hes watching by the 
sickbed of the good old aunt, who, he says, } 
preparing PO Out the world, in Titi she 
bas been living very vir VY lor more than 
eighty years, as calmly and happily as may 


> 


Many of the letters are so charmingly per- 
sonal that they might have been written by a 
bright, agreeable woman, one who knows just 
how to be “newsy’’ and entertaining. The 
special talent for correspondence is 
rarer in men than in women, 
but Thackeray excels in _ it: yet 
his letters abound in those sterling qualities 
of humor, satire, good feeling and pathos 
which makesali he has written so admirably 
adapted to arrest attention, to arouse thought 
and to lead tofresh convictions upon many 
important questions of life. 

On reading the letters the personal influence 
of the man, the strength and beauty of his 
character, make such a deep impression that 
the reader feels disposed to apply a remark 
which Thackeray makes in reference to one of 
his characters to himself and muses in this 
wise: 

If;among writers, Thackeray is not as grand

WEAR CLEAN COLLARS, 


The Philosophy of a Decayed 
Gentieman Turned Tramp. 


How He Worked Upon the Sensibilitie 
of the Hovsemaid With These 
Signs of “Blood.” 
A lank, loose-jointed man with a faded mus- 
tache and slightly bald head, leaned against 
the iron gate beside a Fourteenth street board- 


inghouse, says a New York letter. Every- 


thing about him seemed a misfit. His outer 
clothes were much too large for him, and they 
hung about him as though they shtank from 
contact with his person. His long, lean hands, 
covered with bruises, seemed very much in his 
way, and his feet wobbled about uncomforta- 
bly in Horace Greeley shoes. But his collar 
and cuffs reached far beyond the frayed edges 
of his coat, and by their immaculate white 
lossiness emphasized by contrast the general 
deiapidation. His watery blue eyes were 
melancholy,» and the droop of his mustache 
suggested a disappointed man, Something 
about him strangely bespoke faded gentility.

But lam 
a gentlemad.” 

There was some fire in the watery eyes now, 
and his bent back straightened with momen- 
tary energy. He seemed to be looking far 
away and did not notice the sympathetic 
chambermain. 

An hour afterward Isaw him again. He 
was with two tramps more onery in their dil- 
apidation than himself, and the trio were en- 
joying some bits of food and a can of stale 
beer, the results of his plea with the servant 
girl. Over _.. this luncheon. which 
was being @mjoyed i, the chill, open 
air of a.-park, “the decayed = gentle- 
min Was saying to his companions: ‘‘My col- 
lar and cuffs were what didit, They were the 
marks of a gentleman, and the girl couldn’t 
withstand their influence. Let me give you 
this advice, based on my own experience. No 
matter how badly off you may be for clothes, 
never fail to wear a clean collar and cuffs.

A Yrue Story of the War. 
For The Constitution. 


The true history of the great civil war of this 
country will never betold. There wasso much 
of it, and the witnesses and principal partici- 
pants, like witnesses to every other fight, differ 
so widely about many important events, until 
the historian who undertakes to tell ‘“‘the story 
of the war’ finds himself bewildered. But 
much may be written, and ought to be written, 
to show the spirit that animated the men who 
served in the ranks. No better way of doing 
this can be followed than to bave truthful 
sketches of private soldiers published, and the 
incidents of the field, the march and camp 
handed down to history. 

The skill and bravery of t':.9se who vw-re 
high in command have been told in glowing 
terms by admiring friends and sycophants; 
and historians have chronicled their deeds of 
daring, proclaimed their successes and their 
triumphs. Butthe hero in the ranks who 
served without lope of prométion, with scanty 
pay and scantier rations, with thread-bare 
clothing, marching over the rugged roads and 
mountain passes, often with no better covering 
for his bleeding feet than pieces of green beef 
hides tied about his swollen ankles, has never 
been accorded his full measure of praise, and 
never will, I fear. Occasionally his deeds 
have been told and credit given for his bray- 
ery and devotion; but the heroic conduct of 
the private soldier is yet an untold story. The 
colonels, the brigadiers, the majors-general 
and the corps commanders have been able to 
have their names emblazoned upon the tablets 
of history; butthe heroin ranks is seldom 
mentioned exeept on memorial days, and then 
spoken of en masse. 

1 desire in this brief article to tell of one 
who entered the southern army asa private and 
in that humble capacity served until the sur- 
render. Hé was noted among his fellow so]- 
diers for his genial good nature, his gentleness 
and devotion to the cause: He was piously in- 
clined, and while he engaged in the amuse- 
mentsand pastimes of camp life, he was al)- 
ways just such a soldier as was calculated to 
make a mother’s heart proud and his comrades 
love him. His ruddy, round, boyish face ever 
wore a smile, and he was never heard to grum- 
ble or complain. His name is John T. lay~ 
ton, and he was mustered into the confederate 
service at Savannah in November 1861 as a

In the 
midst of this musketry when men ‘were being 
shot down right and left, one of my company in- 
formed me that Clayton had been badly 
wounded. I had him carried back a short dis- 
tance in the field to a shallow gully 
where the a re by the dim :

up the wounded limbs as best they could. As 


soon as the aang evased I went back to inquire: 


about the wou of my company. I soon 
found Clayton, my brave color-bearer, and, 
with some degree of misgiving, asked him how 
badly he was wounded. I knew that he had 
been shot in the face, and expected to hear 
him answer that he was done for, but he cheer- 
fully replied: ‘‘Captain, they have shot. my 
eye out, but I willtsoon be all right again.’ 
And he added, with a smile upon his face: ‘‘T 
have something in my vest pocket you never 
had in yours.’’=-I inquired what it was. °“A 
piece of my jawbone,” said he, and he drew 
from his pocket the piece of bone, and remark- 
ed that the doctor had sawed it off with a dull 
pocket knife. The ball had cut across the 
upper pait of his nose, through his eye and in 
passing out through his face had fractured his 
jawbone, causing a pice to stick out_at right- 
angles. Ofcourse it had to be cut off, and the 
surgeon insisted that it must be done at once, 
and not wait until the wound became sore and 
inflamed. 

Jolin recovered after a brief stay in the hos- 
pital and a furlough home and returned to the 
command. Assoon as he reached camp he 
claimed the right to carry the tattered battle 
flag, and it was placed in his hands, He was 
never able to endure the fatigue of hard 
marching or exposure, but as long as he could 
go he struggled bravely along and clung to the 
flag and carried it into several battles which 
were fought later in thewar. On one occasion 
when I thoughtJohn was going out and we need- 
ed a stronger man to carry the flag, I suggested 
that it had best be given to some other member 
of the company, but he refused to surrender it, 
and with the tears trickling from his remain- 
ing eye, he said: ‘‘Captain, you are not going 
to make me give it up, are you?’’ This was 
irresistible. Isaid no more about it and he 
kept the flag. 

No painter could dosuch a subject justice,and 
my pen is powerless to portray such devotion— 
such heroism. It may have been equalled ou 
many occasions but it was never surpassed. 

Clayton survived the war, and when he re- 
turned home, honest fellow that he was, went 
straightway to the home of his sweetheart, a 
lovely girl,to whom he had been engaged since 
he first enlisted, and told her sorrowfally that 
when he first had been happy by her promise 
to become his wife, he was a young 
man without mark or blemish, but now 
he was almost a wreck; was badly distigured ; 
almost repulsive to look upon; and that under 
the circumstances he felt it to be his duty to 
come and release her from her promise in order 
that she might select one worthy of her in 
every way and withdut such disfiguration. 
Noble woman that she was, she declined to let 
him go, and tenderly folding her fair arms 
about his neck avowed her love anew, and de- 
clared that in her sight he was not disfigured, 
and that she loved him more than ever for the 
sacrifices he had made and the hardships he 
had endured. 

Shortly thereafter, John and his sweetheart 
were married, and when last I heard from him 
they were happy and living contentedly in 
southern Alabama. <A braver boy never wore 
the gray, ani I never knew one who was or 
who deserved to be more beloved.

A TEXAS SPECTER. 


The Wraith of a Lynched Horse Thief Seen 
Suspended from a Tree. 

A Hetntsville, Texas, letter to the Fort 
Worth Gazette Says: Since the hanging of 
Red Page, one of the horse thieves of Madison 
county, last month.by a mob of enraged citi- 
zeus, Various rumors have come to the town of 
Madisonville, about twenty-two miles from 
here, to the effect that a ghost could be seen 
suspended from the identical tree upon which 
Page had been hanged. Several parties re- 
ported that on riding alongthe road which 
runs withip twenty paces of the tree on which 


‘the horse thief was hanged, they had seen 


hanging in mid air a ghost-like figure at least 
eight feet in length, and which emitted a pale, 
silvery light. At first, it is stated, the whole 
tale was laughed at and the idea hooted that 
anything of a supernatural character had 
been seen. Finally, on last Monday, three 
citizens of that county came to Madisonville 
and reported that, in company with two others, 
they had gone down to see for themselves, as 
they had heard of it, and, not believing such a 
thing, they wished to satisfy themselves in re- 
gard toit. Upon arriving opposite the spot 
they saw the unearthly thing of which they 
had heard. Sure enough, there it was, be- 
tween earth and heaven: a long white figure, 
giving forth a weird light. The matter was 
the talk of that town, for the parties were 
known to be men of undoubted veracity, and 
not likely to be made the victims of a practical 
joke or deluded by their imagination. It cre- 
ated such excitement that a crowd of twenty- 
five persons was made up that night to go 
down and investigate, and if any joke was 
being perpetrated to expose it, as many resi-

J. Rider Haggard’s romance ‘‘She,’’ both in 
the form of story and dramatic adaptation, con- 
tinues in great fayor wfth the public, more, 
perhaps, from its mystic and weird scenes than 
from any other pronounced merit. The names 
of some of the characters are not uncommon. 
“She,” who is called ‘‘Ayesha,’’ bears the 
same name as the favorite wife of Mahomet, 
while ‘“*Kallicrates” is mentioned by Herdotus 
asa young Spartan officer. Pondering over this 
romance, a correspondent, who is fond of rum- 
maging over old books and papers, bethought 
him of a curious pamphlet he had read, and 
which was published in London in 1880. He 
has taken the trouble to forward some extracts 
from its pages. The volume was written by 
Captain rge Peacock, F. R. G.8., and is en- 
titled ‘‘The Guinea or Gold Coast of Africa, 
formerly a colony of the Azumites or ancient 
Abyssinians in the reign of King Solomon, and 
the veritable Ophir of scripture,’’ etc., and in 
it occurs an Abyssinian account of the rela- 
tions of King Solomon with the Queen of She- 
ba, and also a legend of a talismanic ring from 
which Haggard may have taken that portion 
of “She” which mentions the scarabeus, after- 
ward set in a ring. 

A VERY CURIOUS STORY. 

The following is an extract from the 
pamphlet: 

‘‘They (the Abyssinians) also aver that tho 
Song of Solomon, so calied, in the Bible, was 
the Queen of Sheba’s song to the ladies of Sol- 
omon’s court, etc. They further state that 
Soloinon took the Queen of Sheba to wife, ‘for 
he loved many strange women.’ ”’ 

[Here follows a note which says: “*There is 
& very curious story told in the Koran, viz: 
that Solomon by a stratagem, discovered the 
Queen of Sheba’s legs to be covered with hair, 
and that, before he married her, she had the 
hair removed by a depilatory.’’} 

Mr. Salt, the traveler, saw a very old MS. 
papyrus of the Song of Solomon, written in 
the Géeze character, at an Abyssinian monas- 
tery. 

“The Queen of Sheba was converted from 
heathenism to the Jewish faith at Jerusalem,”’ 
continues the account in the pamphlet quoted 
from, “‘and had a son by Solomon, who 
was named Menelec. With this son she re- 
turned to her own country, and after some 
time sent him back to Jerusalem to be in- 
structed by his father Menelec havig been 
annointed and crowned king of Ethiopiain the 
temple at Jerusalem, and having also, at his 
inauguration, assumed or added the name of 
David to his original cognomen, returned to 
Azab, the queen, with a colony of Jews, 
among whom were many learned doctors of the 
law, and particularly one of each tribe from 
whom the present Umbaras, or supreme judges, 
three of whom always attend the king, are 
thought to be descended. Azarias, the son of 
Zadoc, the priest, they say, was one of the 
number, and he brought with him a Hebrew 
copy of the law, which was committed to his 
custody as high priest, and which was burned 
with the church of Azum.”’ 

THE LEGEND OF THE RING. 

A mest remarkabie legend connected with a 
talismanic ring, leftasan heirloom by a cer- 
tain Devonshire knight (Sir Warwick Tonkin), 
who lately died at Teigumouth, has come to 
the knowledge of the author, and as it bears 
somewhat upon the chronological histery of 
Abyssinia, and is so curious in itself, after 
making every inquiry into the circumstances, 
and finding from the late Sir Warwick Ton- 
kin’s physician and solicitor at Teignmouth 
that the facts connected with the possession of 


the ring itself and its reputed history were un- | 


doubtedly true, he gives it to the public. 


““A gentleman who has seen this famous ring |

| bureaus, dressers,

it, the part for the finger being white, the 
crown or bottom rose color, but both cut from 
one and the same stone. The legend states 
that it was once the property of the Queen of 
Sheba, and was giyen te Solomon asa sacred 
talisman with other royal gifts bestowed on 
that favored monarch, consequent upon this 
Abyssinian Queen’s celebrated journey from 
Azum to Jerusalem ‘long time ago.’ 

“It appears that the Devonshire knight, to 
whom it belonged, on his death-bed stated that 
he had placed this precious ring (a family heir- 
loom) in an interior drawer of an old Spanish 
cabinet,a great many years since, forgetting 
the secret of opening the same, and his solic- 
itor, now residing at Teignmouth, upon naming 
the circumstance to a gentleman engaged by 
the court of chancery to take an inventory of 
the effects of the deceased knight, after think- 
ing and worrying for some time, at length suc- 
ceeded in discovering the spring and exposing 
the hidden depository, where he found the cas- 
ket containing the ring, together with four 
manuscripts of its history, one written in old 
Hebrew characters on papyrus, one in Latin, 
one in Frenck and one in English. The He- 
brew manuscript was found to be in a very de- 
faced condition, appearing very old and worm- 
eaten. The inner casket was of cork, elabo- 
rately carved and gilded. 

THE MANSCRIPT. 

“The translation of the manuscript was 
nearly as follows: When the Queen of Sheba 
visited King Solomon at Jerusalem, as recorded 
in chapter X of the First Book of Kings, 
among other gifts she presented the king with 
this magic opal ring, said to be possessed of 
wonderful power as a talisman. he ring was 
placed in the king's house or treasury at Jeru- 
salem, and at the time of the Babylonian cap- 
tivity was carried to the Assyrian court at 
Babylon and deposited with the sacred ves- 
sels taken from the temple; but after the 
feast of Belshazzar, and the hand-writing on 
the wall, upon the decree of Cyrus, Ezra car- 
ried it back, together with the holy vessels of 
the temple, to Jerusalem (see Book of Ezra, 
vii:11-23), where it remained in charge of the 
high priest, and was deposited in the shrine of 
the new temple with other sacred Jewish 
treasures until the fall of Jerusalem and sack- 
ing of the temple by the Roman army under 
Titus, when a soldier got possession of the ring, 
but not knowing its great value, after spending 
all his booty, he offered it to his comrades. 
Not finding a customer, however, he went toa 
Jewish Rabbi, who, knowing that the soldier 
had taken it from among the treasures of the 
holy temple, and being familiar with the tra- 
dition of its virtues, became the fortunate pos- 
sessor, and it remained in his family for a lon 

riod. When the Jews were sorely nerdoctibed 

n the early part of the Christian era at Rome 
this ring was sent by the rabbi, in whose pos- 
session it then was, as a propitiatory offering 
to the Pope to intercede for his people, and it 
reign of Clement VII. when that Pontiff sent 
it,from his own sacred finger, to Cardinal Wol- 
sey, to be worn as acharm in the King of Eng- 
land’s presence, with a promise that if the Car- 
dinal could succeed with Henry VIII. in re- 
storing England to the Catholic faith, he, the 
Pope, wou eem the ring, and name Wol- 
sey as his successor in Rome. Wolsey failed in 
his mission ;the ring had evidently lost its v:rtue 
(its genius probably being an Abyssinian Jew, 
or spirit of the Agow caves, and dead against 
the Pope.) At the death of the Cardinal, it 
remained with the monks of Leicester Abbey 
until the monasteries were suppressed. By 
some means not stated it passed into the hands

|} Was @ Mexican cowboy variously known as 
Johnson, Anderson and Allen Wright. He 
Was a type of his class-tall, bronzed, with 
long blaek hair,-piercing black. eyes, afeariess 
riderand a dead shot. Nothing partichiarly’ 
was known of his previous history, He came 
to Burt county with a drove of. cattle from a 
New Mexican ranch. He was ofa sullen, tac- 
iturn disposition, and never engaged in con- 


versation with any body. Although supposed 


to be a desperate man, Steadmau employed 


him on account of his skill in handling cattle. 
He, however, became careless of his duties, 
and on the 20th of March, 1886, Steadman dis- 
charged him. High words followed, and the 
Mexican, drawing his gun—a 42-calibre Colt’s 
revolver—shot Steadman through the head, 
killing him instantly. 

Calmly walking to the barn, nearat hand, 
he selected the best horse, and mounting, 
struck out in a southerly direction. The in- 
telligence of the shooting was immediately 
carried to Oakland, and a large of 
mounted men at once started in pursuit. They 
soon came in sight of the Mexi¢an, and when 
within rifle shot, they opened a fusilade on 
the fugitive, who, turning in his saddle, re- 
turned the fire. His aim proved deadly, two 
of his shots taking effect. The leader of the 

arty, M. P. Johnson, fell from his horse, 
Sead with a bullet in his brain, and Charles 
Wasserman received a bulletin his leg. The 
pursuers, however, still pursued him closely. 
Seeing that escape was impossible, the cow- 
boy, on reaching the barn of Charles Johnson, 
dismounted,and before they could get in ran 
was sufely inside. In this frail, but for the 
time, impregnable fortress, Wright madeé one 
of the most desperate single-handed fights on 
record. Knowing that surrender meant in- 
stant and certain death, and sy supplied 
with ammunition and arms, he held at bay a 
crowd at times numbering 300 men. 

Hardly had he entered the barn when his 
pursuers again came within rifle range, and 
surrounding the structure a deadly fusilade 
commenced. The murderer was armed with 
a revolver and Winchester rifle, and the 
cracks between the boards served as loopholes 
through which he oo % up a continuous and 
deadly fire. From both outside and inside the 
firing became furious. One of Wright’s first 
shots brought down the horse of F. F. Parlor. 
In quick succession two other horses were shot 


ing until twelve o’clock the firing was almost 
incessant. At midnight the bombardment was 
suspended until morning, but no one slept, 
All through the night armed recruits from all 
parts of the county came to reenforce the be- 
siegers. The crowd was tnder the direction 
ofthe sheriff, who disposed them in sucha 
way thatevery avenue of escape from the 
barn was closely watched. 

In the meantime telegfams had been sent to 
Tekamah, thirty miles away, for reinforce- 
ments. Superintendent MeCabe, of the Bur- 
lington, placed a special train at the service of 
the sheriff, and fifty men, armed to thé teeth, 
arrived en the scene of action at 7 o’clock in 
the morning. Shortly after their arrival a 
man named Edgar Everett, one of the new- 
comers, volunteered to set the barn on fire. 
Slipping along quietly behind haystacks and 
outhouses, he succeeded in reaching a point 
within afew feet ofthe barn. Thinking the 
desperado wasin the upper story and would 
not see him, he made an attempt to enter. 
Hardly had he advanced a foot from behind 
his shelter when a rifle shot rang out, and the 
third human victim of the Mexican’s deadly 
aim fell shot through the right lung. A num- 
ber of men at once made a rush toward the 
barn, but the fusilade which greeted, this ap- 

roach compelled them to ‘turn back, and 
cyverett was left to die where he fell. 


A consultation was immediately held, the | 


folly of attempting to fire the barn in the day 
time was agreed to, and it was decided to keep 
a close watch on the prisoner until night, 
when it was believed that the barn could be 
fired without the sacrifice of any more lives. 
To attempt to starve him out was known to be 
a task of many days,as the barn contained, 
besides thirteen head of horses and mules, a 
number of milch cows and hundreds of 


chickens. All day the crowds surged and 


circled about the barn, but were careful to 
keep beyond the range of the Mexican’s deadly 
rifle. A wagon load of provisions arrived

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, ‘ 

CHICAGO, Mareh 9.—[Special.}—There was noth- 
ing but scalping trade in grain and provision mar- 
kets today. The outside public are letting profes- 
sionals run things to suit themselves, and’they find 
it decidedly slim. Picking news from the outside 
was scarce. The confirmation of Emperor fWilliam’s 
death had no effect on the markets, and those who 
loaied up for bulge unloaded at a loss. During the 
morning several plungers were in wheat and corn 
and bid prices up 4@*c, but.when the crowd made 
up their minds to resist further advances, plungers 
began selling, and in’so doing caused prices to de- 
cline as rapidly as they advanced, and the market 
close i tame at about opening prices. 

Wheat traders were rather put to for news, and the 
course of the market was narrow, and reflected ope- 
rations of balf a dozen big scalpers. May opened at 
80},c, advanced to 8114¢ on good buying by scalp- 
ers, broke to 8034c with liberal selling, reacted to 
80 4c and closed at 80,@%e. 

In corn, operations were largely of a scalping na- 
ture. For the first time in several weeks it got be- 
hind wheat in interest. There were no outside o:- 
ders and local trading was not up tothe former 
standard. May corn opened at 52%c, declined to 
52}g@>4c, reacted and ‘ouched 534¢¢ (when wheat 
was at its highest), and closed at 52%4@%c. 

Oats sold over a small range and then closed the 
same as yesterday. There was less doing. The mar- 
ket was quotably quiet and steady.

The Reduction of Faresonthe W° 
and A. Brings an Increase. 


— 


General Effect Upon Other Roads— Extension 
of the Cincinnati Southem Lease 
—BSilver Spikes, Ete. 


A representative of Tur Constitution went 
to see Mr. Joseph M. Brown, the gencral passenger 
and freight ageut of the Westeyn and Atlantic rail- 
road, and interviewed him as follows: 

“One week Nas passed since the reduced passenger 
rates op your read went into effect, and THE Con- 
STITUTICN would like to know whet effect they 
have had upou travel over your line?” 

“Ceriainly. The reports of the passenger conduc- 
torsare now all in for the Grst week under the re- 
duced rates, and ] a a happy tosay that they show 
au inc redse of travel over the road.” 

“The -fnereate of recefi-ts from passengers foot ud 
$25.40-for the first week showing an increase of 
about 22 percent.- Iam fectiy satisfied that the 
second weck s receipts will show a greater iucrease, 


the third week still greater an so on.”’ is 
“Did you expect au increase for the fitst week? 


“Yes, andlam satisfied that it would have been 
even larger forthe first wees but for the fact th vt 
the reduction in fares was a novelty and «great 
many jcople were incredulous about it. A good 
many people got the idea, too, that our reduced 
rate would not go into ehect us advertised, 
because they ima:ined that the Southern 
Pacveuycr assuciation would have a sayso iu the 
matter and would take some action to prevent the 
announced rates from taking ‘efiect. They did not 
understand clearly that it was*simply a local re- 
ductfon and therefore beyo..d the jurisdiction of 
that association. These reasons bave tended to de- 
ter many ~cople fom taking advantage of the re- 
duced rates who, otherwise, would have done. 50. 
Despite all this, the public now thoroughif under- © 
stand that the reduced rates have gone iuto eff ct 
and are pewmanent, and a steady increase in our re- 
ceipts hereafter will be the result.”’ 

“Wuet effect will the reduction of passehzer fares 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad have upon 
the railroads generally?” 

*“T believe that it will bavea good effect. I think 
that it will lead to a reduction of passenger fares on 
other roads in Georgia and in 
other southern _ states, all of which 
will bring the people of the south closer to- 

ether, asit were, just asthe reduction on our road 

brought the people in the towns along the line 
closer together. I think, too, that this reduction 
will not only bave the effect of stimu ating travel 
between ‘southern points, but will also 
tend wo greatly increase travel from the north and 
west to the south. All th’s will be good for the peo- 
ple and good for the railroads. 1 was notified today 
that, on yerterday.tne chamber of commerce, at 
Chattanooga, adopted a series of resolutions. thank- 
ing me warmly for having made the reduction.” 

“You think then that the Western and Atlantic 
has set a good example, which will be tollowe \?”’ 

“Ido. The Western and Atlanticis the pioneer 
in this low reduction of mger fares. It was 
made in faith,as a business proposition. I 
thought from the first that it was the thing to do, 
and have never since faltered as to the wisdom of the 
new depar.uve. And I wonld like to say, in con- 
clusion, that Iam prouderof having reduced the 
passenger fares on the Western and Atlantic than I 
am of any other ofticial act which I have perforined 
—— my connection with the ‘old relable’ state 
road.”’ 


The Cincinnati Southern. 


The state senate of Ohio has passed Senator 
Mack's Cincinnati Southern railway Lill by a vote 
of 27 yeastolnay. This bill anthorizes an exten- 
sion of the lease, and als extension of time for the 

yment of bonds cenditioned on a reduction of in- 

rest. Senator Mack madea strong argument for 
his bill, a the delivery of which he reviewed 
the history of the Cincinnati Southern railway and 
defined the purpose of the proposed extension. 

The bill as passed authorizes the board of trustees 
of the railway, with the approval of the board of 
trustees of the sinking fund of Cincinnati, to agree 
with the lessees to extend the time granted in the 
lease for such length of time as shall be agreed upon. 
The trustees of the railway are authorized toextend 
the time of payment cf the bonds for a pes:od not to 
exceed fifty years from the maturity thereof upon 
the hulders of such portions of said bounds as trus- 
tees may agree with, agreeing to reduce tle interest 
thereon to such rate as said trusiees si:all fix, not 
exceeding four per cent. per annum. The trustees 
are further authorized to have the new bonds 
engraved and printed, 


The Big Bugs. 

At the annual meeting of the Bee Line 
stockholders there were few attendants. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, of New York, chairman of the board of 
directors, and Chauncey M. Depew arrived in a 
special train this morning from New York and 
brought in their pockets shares and proxies suffi- 
cient to control the election, . 

For directors there was but one ticket in the field, 
and the five whose terms expire today, Messrs. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, W. K. Vanderbilt, H. McK. 
Twombley and Chauncey M. Depew, of New York, 
and Hou, Amos Townsend, of Cleveland, were 
unanimously re-elected for three years. 

A directors’. meeting Sfor organization wili follow 
the stockholders’ meeting, and this afternoon 
Messrs. Vanderbilt and Depew will leave for Fort 
Wayne, via the Nickel-plate, accompanied by Presi- 
dent Caldwell, of that road, and President Layng, of 
the Bee Line.
